STRONG FINANCIAL 
BACKING TO REICH 


By The Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 8.—A thousand of 
Germany’s strongest banks indus­ 
trial firms and shipping concerns, 
owning properties valued at many 
billions of dollars, stood ready to­ 
day to guarantee with all their as­ 
sets 
the 
Reich’s 
business 
credit 
abroad. 
This morning the government is­ 
sued an emergency decree estab­ 
lishing the legal liability of the in­ 
dustrial, shipping and banking sig­ 
natories. 
A drastic decision of the 
na­ 
tion’s industrial and financial lead­ 
ers to undertake a joint guarantee 
of individual foreign credits was an­ 
nounced by Hans Luther, president 
of the Reichsbank at midnight after 
It had become apparent during the 
day that the demand for foreign 
currencies continued strong despite 
the signing of the Hoover plan. 
Technically, their action was to 
place at the disposal of the Ger­ 
man gold discount bank a collateral 
guarantee 
of 
500,000,000 
marks 
(about $125,000,000) for which the 
signers, each of whom has assets 
of at least 5,000,000 marks, are re­ 
sponsible. 
Actually, the mere fact that the 
nation’s greatest firms have united 
to underwrite where necessary the 
foreign loans of Individual compan­ 
ies or banks Is expected to restore 
the confidence of foreign lenders 
in the solvency of German business. 
Meanwhile, the gold discount bank 
must borrow the 500,000,000 marks 
abroad, which presumably "will not 
be difficult on the basis of the col­ 
lateral guarantee The same foreign 
banks who are unwilling to extend 
the short-term' credit of an individ­ 
ual company may be expected to 
take a different attitude toward the 
united security of a thousand firms.

RAINFALL WAS OF 
GREAT BENEFIT

COLUMBIA, Mo., J uly 8 .—Show­ 
ers and generous to hea vy rains 
since J uly 3 have brought relief to 
m ost farm crops that w'ere begln- 


ning to suffer a fter two weeks or 
more of persistent hot, dry weather 
throughout the sta te, but have not 
Interfered much with the harvest 
of wheat, which is nearly completed, 
according to the weekly weather 
and 
crop 
bulletin 
Issued 
by 
the 
United Sta tes W eather Bureau here 
today . 
“ Temperatures dropped from run­ 
ning sca le of 100 to 106 degrees 
dally down to the middle 7 0s by 
the fifth and six th,” the report con­ 
tinues. 
Over m ost of the sta te the 
rainfall was of grea t benefit, rang­ 
ing from one to three Inches. 
In 
m ost of the central and north cen­ 
tral counties it was too light to 
be of much benefit, and hardly any 
relief at all in Cooper to Audrain, 
Randolph, Macon, Linn, Livingston 
and other nearby counties. 
“ The 
rains 
did 
not 
interfere 
much with the ha rvest of wheat, 
which is nearly completed. Cutting 
of oa ts 
follows 
closely , 
the la te 
sown 
oa ts 
have 
been 
damaged, 
otherwise the crop is good. 
Com 
m ostly has regained its dark green 
color and is looking well as a rule. 
Much is w a ist high and a small 
amount is laid by and ta sseling. 
In most counties more rain is need­ 
ed 
to 
keep the crop in normal 
growth., about one inch of water 
every ten day s to the middle of 
August. 
“ The commercial tomato crop of 
the Ozarks was favored by timely 
rains and the fruit Is setting well.”

Summer range shelters for pul­ 
lets make it possible for the flock 
to obtain the advantages of open 
range conditions and at the same 
time offer the birds protection from 
summer heat and rains, say s C. M. 
Ferguson, ex tension specialist in 
poultry a t the Ohio State univer­ 
sity . 
In building such a shelter, he 
points out, It Is best to follow test­ 
ed plans. 
In general, the low gable 
roof ty pe of range shelter has 
proved 
most 
satisfactory . 
It Is 
close to the ground, resists the wind 
much better than the high ty pe, and 
Is of such shape that It can be 
made from light material. 
Plans drawn by the sta te univer­ 
sity show a shelter 9 feet, 10 inches 
wide, 18 inches h i^ at the eaves 
with an even roof span and a 5- 
foot 10%-inch rafter. 
A plan of 
this kind permits use of 1 inch by 
three Inch material for the frame 
and the use of building boards for 
roofing. 
The closely compressed 
ty pe of building boards are best, he 
states. 
They should, however, be 
treated with a coat of asphalt roof­ 
ing paint. 
An 8 -inch shelter will accommo­ 
date from 100 to 125 birds. 
The 
ends, sides and floor of the shelter 
are constructed of wire. This pro­ 
tects the pullets from the attacks 
of skunks and weasels, and the wire 
floor aids in getting the pullets to 
roost early . They i)Eefer getting on 
the roost nex t to the roof than to 
sitting on the wire floor. 
By placing skids under the shel­ 
ter, it may be moved easily , B'ergu- 
son states. 
This makes it easy to 
clean and to transfer to new loca­ 
tions on the range.
